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How We May Have God's Favors 


You good members of the Church of 
God know when we took fellowship with 
what we believe with all our hearts to be 
the great Church of God, which Jesus 
bought with His own blood, (Of course, 
we don’t think that we are the only peo- 
ple who have salvation; we know Jesus 
said, “Other sheep I have which are not 
of this fold.” Well, we know they ought 
to be. So many are just like we were, want 
to be sure they get in God’s Church and 
for that reason are a little slow about 
making a move.) when we decided that 
this was the Church of God then we were 
willing to. meet all the requirements it 
took to be real loyal members and Bible 
Christians and obey the rulings of our 
General Assembly, if the Church would 
have us as a part of the body which Jesus 
bought with His own blood. Then the 
Church decided that if we would do ac- 
cording to the New Testament and the 
teachings of the Church of God which are 
outlined in the Bible, that it would ac- 
cept us. We went up to the front and 
stood facing the congregation. The 
preacher said, “Does any one know any 
reason why these or any one of these 
should not become a member of the 
Church of God? If so, you may speak.” 
(Thank God, nobody spoke.) Then the 
preacher said to us, “Do you know any 
reason why you shouldn’t be a member?” 
I said, “No sir, I surely don’t.” Then he 
asked us if we were willing to take the 
whole Bible rightly divided and the New 
Testament for our only rule of govern- 
ment and discipline. We said, “Yes.” We 
made this vow to the Church that we 
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would do these things if they would have 
us. Then the Church accepted our vow 
and gave us the right hand of fellowship, 
which all told made us part of them. 
Then since we are a part of the Church, 
we have our part of the responsibility and 
we, each member, should realize and feel 
that we do have something to do and 
that we are obligated to our job. Let’s 
notice some of our responsibilities. 

Dressing as becometh holiness; attend- 
ing services regularly. “Oh,” some will 
say, “this is Y. P. E. night and I will just 
let them have it,” trying to put all that 
job on your children, shirking your 
responsibility. 

Sunday School. “Well, I send my chil- 
dren every Sunday.” That is good but 
your pastor said all you folks come and 
bring, not send, but bring your children. 
Now isn’t that your job? 

Prayer meeting. “It is just prayer meet- 
ing tonight, I will wait till preaching 
night when the preacher will do all the 
work.” That’s not right. 

Tithes. “Well, I don’t make much.” If 
that be the case you don’t have to pay 
much, just ten cents out of each dollar. 
I pastored a church one time where some 
of the members made three and four dol- 
lars a day, could have pork chops every 
other morning, then steak, while their 
poor hungry pastor and family ate meal 
gravy and cornbread for breakfast. 
Don’t starve your pastor, it is your job 
to pay tithes. 

Offerings. “I left my money at home.” 
What did you do that for, didn’t you 
know you were going to church? If you 


had been going to town you wouldn’t 
have left your money, would you? Do 
you think more of a ten-cent store than 
you do the Church of God that Jesus 
gave His ten cents for; no not 
His dime, but His precious life’s blood? 
O God, help me to think what Jesus did. 
If no one gave an offering the light com- 
pany would take down the meter, then 
the janitor would quit, no evangelist 
could come, no Sunday School literature 
could be ordered, no heat could the 
church have, no leaks in the roof could 
be fixed, no windows and lights could be 
replaced and so many other things would 
go undone. Oh, how would God’s house 
look? So that’s our responsibility. 

Our aged ministers. “Well the coun- 
ty has a place fixed to take care of the 
old people who are too old to do any- 
thing.” O God, as long as ever I am per- 
mitted to be living don’t ever let that 
thought pierce my mind anymore. That 
is a ruling of our General Assembly, 
thank God. Lord, help me to be loyal to 
this which I am a part of and do my 
part to help them who paved and blazed 
out the way through the dark hours of 
the pioneer days. 

Bible School. “Oh, we have county 
schools.” Yes. Do you ever hear the teach- 
er say Jesus died that we might live, or do 
they say that Joshua didn’t know what 
he was talking about and that John 
saw the angels standing on the four cor- 
ners of the earth? “Well,” they say, 
“there is nothing to the Bible.” Do we 
think that’s all right or do we, the

The Battle of Armageddon 


Our purpose in writing on this subject 
is to give the scriptures concerning this 


great battle. Some seem to think this 
battle will be fought by the nations of 
earth sometime near the end of the Gen- 
tile world powers. But we are sure that 
the Scriptures bear us out in the belief 
that the battle of Armageddon will be 
the last battle fought on earth and its 
great Captain will be Jesus. It will take 
place at Jerusalem after He comes on the 
clouds of heaven with all the hosts of 
heaven with Him. 

‘And I saw three unclean spirits like 
frogs come out of the mouth of the drag- 
on and out of the mouth of the beast, and 
out of the mouth of the false prophet. 
For they are the spirits of devils, working 
miracles which go forth unto the kings 
of the earth and of the whole world, to 
gather them to the battle of that great 
day of God Almighty. Behold, I come as 
a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and 
heepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, 
and they see his shame. And he gathered 
them together into a place called in the 
Hebrew tongue Armageddon,” Rev. 16: 
13-16. 

The Syric says, “They collected them 
together in a place called Armageddon.” 

This collecting is during a time that the 
river is almost dry. This river is evident- 
ly the river Euphrates where the demons 
are bound. They will be turned loose to 
aid in the destruction of the wicked. The 
drying up of this river is one of God’s 
signs. When this takes place it is time for 
the miraculous working spirits to go 
forth. They will deceive kings and armies 
and lead them into the snare because, like 
Satan, they will also be deceived. Anti- 
christ will doubtless hope for victory un- 
til the very last. 

At the time of this terrible destruction, 
the Lord admonishes His people to watch 
and keep our garments lest we be found 
naked. This is at the outpouring of the 


last vial. A voice will be heard saying, 
“It is done.” Alas, there will be voices, 
thunderings, lightnings, and a great 
earthquake such as has never been before. 

Doubtless Jerusalem will be divided in- 
to three parts and other cities will fall 
and mountains disappear. 

“And his feet shall stand in that day 
upon the mount of Olives which is be- 
fore Jerusalem on the east and the mount 
of Olives shall cleave in the midst there- 
of toward the east and toward the west, 
and there shall be a very great valley; 
and half the mountain shall remove to- 
ward the north, and half of it toward the 
south. And ye shall flee to the valley of 
the mountains; for the valley of the 
mountains shall reach unto Azal: yea, ye 
shall flee, like as ye fled from before the 
earthquake in the days of Uzziah king of 
Judah: and the Lord my God shall come, 
and all the saints with thee,” Zech. 14:4, 
Fe 

These verses bring out clearly just 
what will happen when Jesus comes on 
the clouds of heaven with all the saints 
with Him. He comes at this time to reign 
a thousand years. The greater part of 
the armies that Antichrist has gathered 
at Jerusalem to fight against the Lord 
will be destroyed. 

“Behold, the day of the Lord cometh, 
and thy spoil shall be divided in the midst 
of thee. For I will gather all nations 
against Jerusalem to battle; and the city 
shall be taken, and the houses rifled, and 
the women ravished; and half of the city 
shall go forth into captivity, and the 
residue of the people shall not be cut off 
from the city. Then shall the Lord go 
forth, and fight against those nations, as 
when he fought in the day of battle,” 
Zech. 14:1-3. 

CHRIST’S DEPARTURE FROM 
HEAVEN 

“And I saw heaven opened and behold 
a white horse; and he that sat upon him 
was called Faithful and True, and in 
righteousness he doth judge and make 
war. His eyes were as a flame of fire, and 
on his head were many crowns; and he 
had a name written, that no man knew, 
but he himself. And he was clothed with 


‘all the people round about, 
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a vesture dipped in blood: and his name 
is called The Word of God. And the ar- 
mies which were in heaven followed him 
upon white horses, clothed in fine linen, 
white and clean. And out of his mouth 
goeth a sharp sword, that with it he 
should smite the nations: and he shall 
rule them with a rod of iron: and he 
treadeth the winepress of the fierceness 
and wrath of Almighty God. And he 
hath on his vesture and on his thigh a 
name written, KING OF KINGS, AND 
LORD OF LORDS,” Rev. 19:11-16. 
This vision of the departure from heav- 
en of Christ and the saints is preparatory 


to the catastrophe into which the Gentile 


world powers head up in the beast, and 
they are smitten without hands. 

“Thou sawest till that a stone was cut 
out without hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were of iron 
and clay, and brake them to pieces. Then 
was the iron, the clay, the bass, the silver, 
and the gold, broken to pieces together, 
and became like the chaff of the summer 
threshingfloors; and the wind carried 
them away, that no place was found for 
them: and the stone that smote the image 
became a great mountain, and filled the 
whole earth,” Dan. 2:34, 35. 

Armageddon, the ancient hill and val- 
ley of Megiddo, west of Jordan in the 
plain of Jezreel, is the appointed place for 
the beginning of the great battle in which 
the Lord, at His coming in glory, will de- 
liver the Jewish remnant beseiged by the 
Gentile powers under the beast and false 
prophet. 

“The burden of the word of the Lord 
for Israel, saith the Lord, which stretch- 
eth forth the heavens, and layeth the 
foundation of the earth, and formeth the 
spirit of man within him. Behold, I will 
make Jerusalem a cup of trembling unto 
when they 
shall be in the siege both against Judah 
and against Jerusalem. And in that day 
will I make Jerusalem a burdensome stone 
for all people: all that burden themselves 
with it shall be cut in pieces though all 
the people of the earth be gathered to- 
gether against it,” Zech. 12:1-3. 

Apparently the besieging host, whose 
approach to Jerusalem is described in Isa. 
10:28-32, alarmed by the signs which 
precede the Lord’s coming, Matt. 24:29, 
30, have fallen back to Megiddo, after 
the events of Zech. 14:2, where their de- 
struction begins; a destruction consum- 
mated in Moab and the plains of Idumea, 
Isa. 63:1-6. This battle is the first event 
in “the day of the Lord,” Isa. 2:12, and 
is the fulfillment of the smiting-stone 
prophecy of Dan. 2:35. 

This battle that will take place after 
Jesus returns, will put an end to the man 
of sin and all his forces. He has tried to 
do away with God and all of His power

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Is the Rapture Near? 


At the present world outlook some are 
almost trembling as they think of what 
may happen any day. 

“You believe the faithful overcomers 
will be raptured before the tribulation?” 
“Yes.” “Then if this war is the last, may 
be not expect the rapture any day?” 

We truly believe that hour to be rapid- 
ly approaching, and more and more are 
the evidences we see of it. There are signs 
in earth and sea and sky, the falling 
away, the persecutions of Christians, etc. 

Some months ago an appeal from Ger- 
man Christians was published in this 
country. It was addressed to a prominent 
Christian leader in France, the substance 
of it was as follows: 

“You have certainly learned by the 
newspapers and radio that these last few 
days in Germany nine people have been 
executed by the ax. Among these unfor- 
tunate victiras, whose only crime was to 
refuse to bow down to the system of ter- 
ror and of forcing men against their con- 
science which now prevails, were two 
mothers of families. Three others were 
members of the Evangelical Confession. 

“We ask that you and all the churches 
of Alsace and Lorraine to . . . in your 
prayers lift up a protestation . . .against 
the spiritual tyranny endured by the 
faithful, true, Evangelical Church in 
Germany, and against the murder of your 
coreligionists, 

“We would remind you that the life 
of our courageous minister Miemoeller is 
in great danger . . . The reports of sui- 
cide are to prepare the public opinion for 
his murder. 

“| . . In the name of the Evangelical 
Church, in the name of clergymen, min- 
isters and laymen confined in prisons for 
their convictions, in the name of those 
who in these last days have been so cru- 
elly murdered, we call upon you . 
tell these facts; explain in a loud and 
audible voice your indignation.” 

The letter ended thus: “With our salu- 
the Evangelical 
Christians in Germany.” While bearing 
no other signature, the genuineness of 
this letter is not doubted. 

In Soviet Russia it is estimated that 
about 8,000 of the clergy have been mur- 
dered. The following is taken from the 
booklet Martyrs, or the Via Dalorosa of 
the Baltic Christians: 

“Pastor Parker of Wesenberg went 
forth erect and composed one early morn- 
ing to the place of execution, together 
with 300 of the members of his church. 


There, when the rifles and machine guns 
were leveled at them, he started singing 
the hymn ‘Let me depart that I may see 
Jesus.’ At this the Red guards were takea 
aback and could not fire. The command 
‘Fire!’ was again roared at them, but 
they still hesitated for this lovely hymn, 
sung by 300 souls devoted to Christ and 
facing death, was too touching. At last, 
when the second verse sounded out, be- 
ginning with the words, ‘Sweet light, 
sweet light, sun that breaks through the 
clouds, when shall I reach . . . ’ volleys 
rattled. Thus were thousands of confes- 
sors of the Evangelical faith murdered in 
the Baltic provinces.” 

With the great decline in_ religious 
faith, increase in lawlessness and crime, 
war and hate and trouble everywhere, it 
seems easy to believe we are now living 
in the last days, foretold by Jesus and His 
disciples, when the Son of man returns 
for His own. We believe His coming is 
near. 


The Path of Obedience

stead of faith, nor obedience to supply the 
shortcomings of faith; no, but faith’s 
obedience gives access to all the blessings 
our God has for us. The baptism of the

\Y The following letter was one written 
from Europe a few days before the war: 
began, and it was the first we had had in 
a long while. May God bless our people in 
the war-torn area. 


“Dear Brother Walker: 

“Just a few lines to you to let you 
know how things are going over here. 

“We thank the good Lord that He is 
keeping us in victory; not only ourselves 
but the whole flock. Our people are shin- 
ing lights and there are others looking this 
way. But, of course, you know we can- 
not do as we would like, our hands are 
tied. Jesus said, ‘Hold—keep what you 
have—let no man take your crown.’ This 
is just the way we feel; and ‘Behold I 
come quickly.’ This is surely a message 
for our day. Brother, we believe we will 
meet Jesus in the air, the day is about 
here. I just wish I could have a talk 
with you; it would surely be very inter- 
esting, things are ripening up. I feel to 
write this letter quickly and get it off 
that it may reach you before 
starts. I have tried to get a passport to 
come over, but could not get one, so I 
went to the American consul for aid and 
he is doing what he can through the gen- 
eral consul to write to the authorities to 
see us off. But as I heard today there 
would not be much use, for if war breaks 
out I will be drafted. So we just trust 
God. Remember, there are real Church of 
God people over here, and we are sure 
some will be ready to go when Jesus 
comes. 

“We still receive the Evangel, and are 
very thankful for it. It has often been a 
great blessing to us and is a tie of which 
we feel you all are on the other end. 

“There would be many things to write, 
but it cannot be written so we request 
your prayers. How we would love to be 
in the great Assembly. Paul said, ‘Where- 
fore we would have come unto you, . . . 
but Satan hindered us.’ If there is no war 
we may be there, but it looks very cloudy 
in the sky this evening. 

“It is sweet to have Jesus at our side. 
Then let come what may. He surely has 
been a comforter to us, and He will be in 
the future the same. 

“We love you all dearly. 

“Yours in the service of the Lord Jesus 
for His Church, 

“P. S. Please greet Brother Tharp also 
with this letter. We remain true.”

Thirty-fourth Annual General Assembly: 


D. V. we shall be with you in prayer. 
Dear ones, you scarcely realize the value 
of the present opportunity for the Church 
of God in China. We are passing through 
some great afflictions yet there is a joy 
that is like a shadow over us. We are in 
the very soul of the strongest faith. I 
have long been persuaded that the love of 
Christ practiced by the Church of God in 
its teachings and lived by its members is 
the chief instrument in our hands by 
which we can draw a lost world to God; 
at times I say, Remember God is preparing 
His heroes, and when opportunity comes, 
He can fit them into their place in a mo- 
ment and the world will wonder where 
they came from. 


That leads me back to my school days. 
I once saw my teacher draw some white 
dots and then he drew a few lines, put in 
a few rests, then a clef at the beginning, 
and we saw these white dots were musical 
notes. On sounding them we were sing- 
ing, “Praise God from whom all blessings 
flow. Praise Him all creatures here be- 
low.” Oh, what a song, what a glorious 
harmony. Yet in our own life we find 
there are songs which can only be learned 
in the valley. No art can teach them; no 
rules of voice can make them perfectly 
sung. Their music is in the heart. They 
are songs of memory, past; they mount 
on the wings of yesterday, how thankful 
we should be to our heavenly Father for 
the leaders He has given us, how joyful 
we should stand by them and help to bear 
the load of the Church, and keep it on the 
Road of Progress. 


We in China would love to do more for 
we know the time is short; but we can 
only do so much. If the Master would not 
be with us we could not do what we are 
doing. Our reports to the Mission Board 
show that we try to use every moment 
for Him, heat or cold. War and danger 
did not stop us, yet we are out in this 
land in the name of the Church of God. 
We do not boast but the Chinese say 
there’s a vast difference in teaching; some 
only put on a false coloring over a sin- 
ful heart; but the teaching of the Church 
of God is a life cut from the things of 
this world, a life set aside for God, so my 
dear friends, the glory of tomorrow is 
rooted in the drudgery of today. As you 
feast at this great Assembly, do not leave 
it with a promise; but put all on the 
altar, and go out into your field, your 
church, a 100% stronger warrior. Ye 
saints of the Lord, forget not the warn- 
ing, the teaching that you get, but do 
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take it home and live all of it. All of us 
must like one man stay by our much be- 
loved General Overseer, his Council, our 
Overseer. We in China have caught the 
spirit of progress and by His help hope 
to hold it and make our promise to God 
and this Assembly. 

Remember those in heathen darkness. 
Our Lord said, ‘Go ye,’ and today the 
Lord is looking for true men and women 
to put out into the field to work for 
Him, yea He gave the Church of God a 
good Bible School for no other reason than 
to train workers for His own use. I do not 
know how soon I may have to ask the 
Board to send out a helper, but by His 
grace and help I shall carry on till He 
says, Come, come, now come unto me 
and rest.—Your humble servant in His 
field, China, Paul C. Pitt.

Text, “These ought ye to have done and 
not to leave the other undone,” Matt. 
23:23. 


These things that we are now going to 
speak of are the things we ought to do 
and not leave the things which we have 
already spoken of undone. 


Hunger and thirst after righteousness. 
In our natural bodies we sometimes, get 
to the place where we aren’t hungry. We 
know this won’t do, so we seek some 
source of creating an appetite. Most peo- 
ple take something. If we have lost our 
spiritual appetite, and good singing, good 
preaching and praying don’t seem to 
have much effect on us, we ought to 
take something. The best thing I know is 
to take about three days and nights of 
fasting and praying, then if that doesn’t 
give us a desire to see souls saved and a 
hunger for more of God, if restitution is 
needed use that. If you have said or done 
something you ought not, then make that 
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right, clear up the road for a real blessing, 
get you some sackcloth, make you a robe, 
put down some ashes and lay down in 
sackcloth and ashes for three days and 
nights, then get ready for the victory. 
“Oh, we don’t do that nowadays.” Je- 
sus said, “These things you ought to do.” 
Yes, I guess that is true, there is not 
much fasting and praying in sackcloth 
and ashes. Of course back when people 
served the great God of the whole house 
of Israel, when God said, “I am going to 
destroy Nineveh in forty days,” then the 
king and rulers, with all that great city, 
put on sackcloth, lay down in ashes and 
God Himself repented. The whole city 
was saved. 

When the king signed a death penalty 
for Haman against the Jews, Queen 
Esther, in sackclothes and ashes and all 
the Jews, fasted three days and nights. 
Thank God, not a Jew was hurt. “Oh,” 
some one might say, “God hasn’t changed, 
He is the same yesterday, today and for- 
ever.” If that is right, would He do more 
for them than us? No, He has no respect 
of persons. Some may say, “I just don’t 
like that idea.” No sick person likes corn- 
bread and fat meat. These things ye ought 
to do and not leave the others undone. 

In traveling in twelve states and 
preaching I hear so many say, “If I had 
the victory I used to have. I used to pray 
every night before I went to bed; I used 
to walk three or four miles to church, and 
attend regularly; I used to carry a little 
bottle of olive oil with me all the time; 
they used to wake me up all hours in the 
night to go pray for the sick; I wouldn’t 
eat till I returned thanks; I used to shout 
at home till they thought I was going 
crazy; I used to love everybody so good. 
Our pastor could preach so good, but he 
doesn’t preach like he used to; I used to 
go to church and when any of the mem- 
bers shouted you just ought to have seen 
what a blessing I got. We shouted lots of 
times till the preacher couldn’t preach, he 
would ‘just make an altar call.” These 
things ought ye to do and not leave the 
others undone. .” 

“When anybody came to the altar then 
we stayed with them till one and two 
o’clock or till they got the Holy Ghost. 
When anybody did me wrong I got in a 
secret place and prayed for them till they 
couldn’t stand it any longer. If they did 
me wrong the first chance I got I did 
them a good deed. We used to have the 
victory and when a revival started I 
could pray as much as anybody and when 
I would see two of the members didn’t 
love each other I would go to them and 
talk and pray till it was all fixed, then 
we would shout the victory over sin. 
When I had the victory I used to be so 
hungry for more of God’s love and power 
I would pray for the gifts. I wanted the 
gifts set in the church and so many times 
we would let the sweet Holy Ghost have 
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His way and we would talk in tongues 
for hours. Then I would pray that we 
would get the gift of interpretation. Also, 
I heard some of the saints say they were 
praying for the gift of healing. Well, we 
all wanted the gifts then. When I used 
to pray lots I would pray for God to 
make a real Bible believer out of me till 
I could heal the sick, cast out devils and 
take up servants. We used to sing, ‘Lord, 
I’ve started to walk in the light.’ These 
things ye ought to have done and not left 
the others undone. 


“Then I lived awfully good; I didn’t 
care anything for the things of the 
world because I was looking for Jesus to 
come every night. When He didn’t come 
that night the next morning the first 
thing I did was to roll out of bed and 
pray till I felt the connection with God’s 
powerhouse. When the neighbors’ chil- 
dren would fight our children our sanc- 
tification was strong enough that we 
would sing, ‘I’ll pay the price whatever 
others do. I’ve started with Jesus and 
I’m going through.’ Then when we were 
misunderstood and persecuted for the 
good we had done we only looked above 
and leaped for joy as we thought of our 
great reward in heaven. When father and 
mother and other kinfolk drove us away 
from their door and said, ‘If you don’t 
forsake those old Holy Rollers you can’t’ 
come here any more,’ then we would say, 
“Where He leads me I will follow.’ ‘I'll go 
with Him all the way.’” These things 
ye ought to do and not leave the others 
undone.
